SIGNING OF GREAT DOCUMENT 


Hughes First To Affix Signature—Other Big 


Power Delegates Follow Suit—Ceremony 
Takes Only 10 Minutes—Pact Now Goes To 
Various Powers For Ratification. 


DELEGATES SIGN U. S. RESERVATIONS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 13.—The four great 


powers of ths world today officially signed the treaty scrapping 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance and solemnly pledging peace in 
ths va»t expanses of the Pacific Ocean. 


With typical American simplicity, the great document, 


con idered one of the most important in the history of the 
world, was *i<m<=>d officially in the office of Secretary of State 
Husrhet. Only the plenipotentiaries of the four powers were 
present. 


Treaty now goes to Governments for 


Formal Ratification. 


The treaty now goes to the repre- 


sentative governments for ratification 
by their legislative bodies and will be 
in effect when deposit of such, rati- 
fication is made in Washington. With 
this action will formally pass into the 
scrapp heap the Anglo-Japanese Al- 
lianre which this country has long 
considered a menace. 


Hughes First to Sign 


Secretary of State Hughes was the 


first to sign the new pact, affixing 
his Kignoture in behalf of the United 
States, other members of the Ameri- 
can delegation following-.
